THE FACTIONS GET TOGETHER. 


Little Rock. Ark.. Nov. 10.—[Special.] 
—The reported death In Jeffersonville. 
Ind., of Newell C. Rathbun, of this 
city. United States Recruiting Officer, 
developed Into a first-class sensation to¬ 
day upon the announcement by Samuel 
M. Powell, State manager of the Met¬ 
ropolitan Life Insurance Company, that 
•the body that was to have been burled 
in Oakland cemetery this afternoon Is 
not that of Newell C. Rathbun. 

In this statement the insurance offi¬ 
cial is supported by Dr. C. Jennings, 
the company's examining physician; B. 
P. Bisk. who. placed one-half of the life 
insurance on Rathbun, and by Mrs J. 
C. Watkins, of the Grand Central Ho¬ 
tel, with whom Rathbun boarded up 
to the time of his marriage a short 
time since to Miss Susie Lundy, of this 
city, and by others. After satisfying 
himself of the condition of affairs. Mr. 
Powell requested the undertaker to 
postpone the funeTal untl 3 o'clock Mon¬ 
day afternoon, and at 2 o'clock this 
afternoon placed Information of his iUs- 
oovery in possession of Detective Chi¬ 
chester. of Sheriff Schader's corps of 
deputies. 

• • • 

Agent Powell's Statement, 

To the Courier-Journal's correspond¬ 
ent Mr. Powell made the following 
statement; 'This Rathbun case Is so 
very unusual, from my first connection 
w<!th It. that I wUl be surprised at 
nothing that may develop in regard to 
It. In the first place, Newell Rathbun 
voluntarily called at my office, and 
asked for $2,000 ordinary life insurance. 
This, while it sometimes occurs, is un¬ 
usual, but he struck me as a fine risk, 
and my questions developed that he 
was the United States Recruiting Offi¬ 
cer of this city, and was soon to be 
married. I had him examined by the 
company’s physician. Dr. C. Jennings, 
and he passed all right. I regarded him 
as an excellent risk. A few days later 
he called again at my office, but I was 
absent, and my office mar., Mr. B. P- 
Sisk, wrote him $2,000 add-tional. 

“Therefore, when 1 read In the press 
the notice of his sudden death at Jef¬ 
fersonville, Jnd., I was more than, as¬ 
tonished. He was too healthy, accord¬ 
ing to my mind, to drop off in that 
way, and I thought it might be a case 
of sulolde. and determined to have an 
autopsy. This morning, In company 
with Dr. Jennings. I went to 1119 West 
Third street, where the body was. to 
make the request of bis wfife. and have 
it over before the hour of the funeral 
In accordance with my request, the 
room was cleared, and a* soon as I 
saw the body I said to Dr. Jennings: 
T thought I wanted an autopsy, but I 
see now that what I want Is a police¬ 
man. This is not Rathbur..* 

•*Vlie doctor replied: ‘No, this Is not 
Rathbun; 1 examined Rathbun twice, 
anti this is the body of some other man. 
I ampotdtlve this is riot Rathbun.' 

*‘I also heard there that Mrs. Wat 
kins, with whom Rathbun hoarded be¬ 
fore his marriage, had called to see the 
body, and also stated publicly that the 
body was that of another man. I called 
on her at the Grand OntraJ Hotel, and 
she was unqualified that she was cor¬ 
rect and that the body in the coffin is 

not that of Itathbun."

Description Does Not Fit. 

The back of the hands are devoid of 
hair and the hair of the head Is not the 
color of Rathbun’s. and the features 
generally are not the same. Mr. Powell

Chicago. Nov. 10.—Father Jeremiah J. 
Crowley, the Roman Catholic priest of 
Oregon.

He would 
procure life Insurance, get a residence 
and go to housekeeping, and then ge*t 
a body and burn the house, she to iden¬ 
tify the remains, when she could collect 
the Insurance and they would take life 
easy. 

Durand Whipple, who saw Rathbun 
several times a day for several months 
while he had a recruiting office in the 
Whipple building, paid that the body 
Is not that of Rathbun. and he will so

Mrs. Rathbun Prostrated. 

Rathbun was United States army re¬ 
cruiting officer, stationed at Little Rock. 
He left here a month ago. saying he 
was ordered to Plattsburg. N. Y.. wrote 
his wife a week ago that he was grant¬ 
ed a furlough and would reach Little 
Rock yesterday, when news of his sud¬ 
den death reached her. She is pros¬ 
trated. and no statement can be ob¬ 
tained from her now. 

ACTIONS AROUSED SUSPICION. 

Change of Clothing and Absence of 
Bottle Containing the Poison. 

From the time that Rathbur. and the 
man who said his name was Ten Eyck 
registered at the Fall* City Hotel, Jef¬ 
fersonville, on last Wednesday evening 
until Deputy Coroner Coots received n 
letter from Ten Eyck on Saturday, their 
behavior was regarded as suspicious 

They made their d<»but In Jefferson¬ 
ville on Wednesday evening. No one 
ever saw them until they walked Into 
the lobby of the hotel. The contrast In 
their personal appearance was striking. 
Rathbun was shabbily dressed, while 
the man who registered as William Ten 
Eyck, of Water!on, N. Y.. was faultless¬ 
ly attired. Beside the name of Newell 
C. Rathbun, the shabby stranger wrote 
Llttk Rock. Ark 

After supper Rathbun** whole app* a’ - 
anee was changed. He had discarded 
the old and faded brown coal and vest 
for a new gray striped suit. Ten Eyck s 
valise bulged when he entered the lobby 
and some of Its contents went to better 
the appearance of his friend. In a casual 
way Ten Eyck remarked to Landlord 
ogden that he met Rathbun In Little 


ho befriended me. We met again iffjj 
Louisville to-day and he was on the 
under wave.” 

The explanation passed and the land¬ 
lord thought no more of his two guests. 
Ten Eyck was always the spokesman. 
After supper he went to the landlord 
and said that he and his friend Intended 
to be out late. “We are going out for a 
little time, and it may be late when we 
get back" were his words. 

Mr. Ogden saw them no more that 
night. About 8 o’clock on Thursday 
morning Ten Eyck sauntered Into the 
lobby. 

"He was drunk when he went to bed," 
he said, referring to Rathbun. "and he 
wishes to sleep ae long a* possible. Tell 
him If he wants to see me. he can find 
me where he met me in Louisville Wed¬ 
nesday." 

After breakfaw Ten Eyck left. -May. 
be I will come back this evening." wek 
his parting word*. 

At noon Mr. Ogden decided to awak¬ 
en his guest. He knocked on the door 
of Room 50. the one occupied by the 
couple. 

There was no respond. The door was 
forced, and the man who registered as 
Newell C. Rathbun wa» found dead. 

"Alcoholism." thought the landlord 
But Deputy Coroner Coots was wjm 
moned. Before holding an autopsy. 
Coot* was Inclined !o think that Rath¬ 
bun committed suicide. Rut he waited 
for Ten Eyck, expecting that he would 
be able to tell something about the 
mysterious death of hi* friend. 

Uathbun’s clothes were searched. In 
one pocket a letter from his wife was 
found. It was signed Sue Rathbun 
1204 High street. Little Rock. It had 
been received at Plattsburg Barracks. 

N. Y., while he was a member of Com¬ 
pany K. Twenty-seventh Infantry. The 
letter was burdened with an abandoned 
wife's love for a husband, whom she did 
not believe had deserted her. The let¬ 
ter implored him not to kill himself t n 
a pocket memorandum was this entry 
written by the man 

"My name Is Newell e. Rathbun. j n 
case of accident or death notify my 
wife. Sue Rathbun. 1204 High street. 
Little Rock, Ark." 

Then came the explanation of the 
suicide theory. Deputy Coroner Coots 
held a post-mortem on Friday and 
found that Rathbun'* death was duo to 
laudanum poison. Enough had been 
administered to kill two men. But 
stranger still, no evidence of it could lie 
found. The bottle was destroyed or 
lost. And then, fo ■ the first time. Ten 
Eyck was associated with the death of 
the man whom he claimed as a ft lend. 
This discovery was made on Friday. 
Twenty-four hours had passed since 
the well-dressed stranger who claimed 
New York State us his hom^ bade the 
landlord farewell. 

In police circles It was believed thut 
the drug was given to Rathbun wl:h- 
out his knowledge. Then began tin- 
search for Ten Eyck. He would rmt 
have been accused of murder, but the

Nov. 10.—Exhibitors 
and concessionaries are coming to 
Charleston In large numbers, and dur¬ 
ing the past two days a hundred car¬ 
loads of exhibits have arrived here for 
th* exposition. To-night Mr. S. C. 
Meade, president of the New York State 
Commission, and four other members 
and employes of the commission 
reached Charleston by the New York 
Clyde liner Comanche, and to-morrow 
twelve members of the Advlaory Board 
of the archltect-ln-chief. Mr. Gilbert, 
will reach the city from New York. The 
New York Commission has come to In¬ 
spect the New York State building, and 
Gilbert’* board for the purpose of ad¬ 
vising with the architect as to the !a*t 
few finishing touches on the work he 
has done. 

Architect Huston, of the Philadelphia 
building, Is here also to receive the 
building from the contractors. It is 


ready for the liberty bell, which it will 
shelter during the exposition. More than 
2,000 men are now employed on the 
exposition ground*. 

The Housing Committee of the wom¬ 
an's department, has already secured 
more than 10.000 lodgings for exposition 
visitors In private families and board- 
ing-houscs. The usual rate fur lodgings 
wlU Le $1 a day. and for ludgings and 
breakfast $1.25. Nearly every house in 
Charleston will be converted for the 
exposition period lfito a house of enter¬ 
tainment. and the sentiment of the 
community Is agalnet every attempt to 
exact heavy tolls of the visitor*. .

was riding, running Into a gulley on 
the line of the Louisville. Anchorage 
i»nd Pewee Valley electric rallw'ay »n 
Crescent Hill, and being overturned. 
Mr. Dempsey came to the city yes¬ 
terday morning and registered at the 
l*ouisville Hotel. In the afternoon he 
Joined Mr. and Mrs. Henry Kddleman 
for a drive about the city. They drove 
through Eastern Park and at about 
du«k started towards St. Matthews 
with the intention of returning to the 
city by the Shelbyville pike. They 
were in a single-horse* carriage and on 
the return trip attempted to cross the 
tracks of the electric railway Just op¬ 
posite the old reservoir. It had grown 
quite dark and Mr. Kddleman was driv¬ 
ing cautiously for fear of encountering 
some object. As the tracks were 
reached the carriage careened to one 
side and Mr. Dempsey fell out. His 
head struck the steel rails with much 
force and he w’as rendered unconscious. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Kddleman received 
a severe shaking up snd Mr. Kddleman 
sprained his hip in an endeavor to 
catch Mr. Dempsey before he fell Mr. 
Dempsey was picked up and takvn to 
the residence of Dr. Frank J. Kiefer, 
st Frankfort and Park avenues, where 
his Injuries were examined and dressed. 
I-Ater he was removed to the l^ouisville 
Hotel In a carriage, and when the party 
reached there Mr. Dempsey’s condition 
was such that tt was necessary to sup¬ 
port him to his room. 

In describing his Injuries Dr. Kiefer 
said that he did not think that any 
bones were broken and he was posi¬ 
tive that the skull had not been frac¬ 
tured. He said, however, that the ln- 

J uriea were serious and would keep Mr. 
“>empsey confined to his room for some 
time. He said that his head was badly 
bruised, that his eye was badly lat er¬ 
ated and his nose bruised. Besides 
these injuries Mr. Dempsey complained 
of severe pains In his chest, and tt is 
fearen that he may be Internally In¬ 
jured. He walks with a painful bmp 
and suffers considerably about the 
l^gs. His head only struck the rail a 
glancing blow, and it is the opinion of 
the physician that had he sirurk with 
full force his skull would have been 
fractured. 

In speaking of the accident Mr Kd¬ 
dleman says that he was <1 riving slowly 
and that there was no light In the vi¬ 
cinity of where the accident occurred. 
He thought that the gulley had been 
left by the men who constructed the 
road, and said there should hnve been 
loro? kind of & warning. 

Just as soon as Mr. Dempsey’s con¬ 
dition will permit he will be remo\ed 
to hU home at Mndisonville. Mrs 
Dempsey will arrive this morning to be 
with him.

New York, Nov. 10.—[Special.)— 
Philip King, discussing the financial 
situation in to-morrow's Sun. will say: 

The security market last week was 
exceedingly strong on professional 
buying induced by the cheapness of 
money, the certainty of an amicable 
settlement of the Northwestern rail¬ 
road situation and the continued re¬ 
ports of prosperous business from all 
quarters of the country. Toward the 
end of the w r eek there was a little buy¬ 
ing by outsiders, but not a great deal. 
The commission houses found their 
chief employment in the execution of 
orders of large traders, or of individ¬ 
uals close to great banking Interests; 
and these speculators not uncommonly 
confessed in private their fear of the 
temporary character of the market 
movement. The future of the market 
obviously/ depends upon the attitude 
which will be assumed toward It Bt 
this level and under present conditions 
by the general public; and what that 
attitude will be is not easily deter¬ 
mined. So far. It has been impossible 
to stimulate any such public Interest 
as was In evidence at this time last 
year; but, on the other hand, It has 
clearly been found easier In the past 
month to put stocks up than to put 
them down. 

Stocks are still scarce and strongly 
lodged. The operation* of great pools 
and syndicates are still uncompleted. 
The flnul ’adjustment of railway Inter¬ 
ests all over the^country Involves the 
formation of new companies, into which 
many of the stocks concerned will be 
•’taken” at a high range of value; and 
the flotation of these enterprises wi/th 
the enticing mysteries of profit which 
they contain, almost invariably produce 
speculative activity. The Investor who 
looks ait the things of a year or of five 
vears. rather than those of a day, may 
care very little for a market of this 
kind. But the speculator may care a 
great deal, and If his previous oper¬ 
ations have been In the line of sales 
of stocks that he did not own he may 
find it wise to hastily buy back those 
securities, even if he cherishes the idea 
of again selling them at a more ad¬ 
vantageous time. 

• • • 

Cause of Changed Conditions. 

An acute legitimate reason for a de¬ 
pression of market values at this sea¬ 
son would have been a money stringen¬ 
cy. The fear of su<?h an event is not 
yet removed, and the prc»phet would be 
rash who would declare that there 
would be no trouble over money before 
the year is out. But the unexpected 
action of the Treasury in extending 
Its bond purchase* to the 4a of 1904 
and other high grade* of the Govern¬ 
ment Issues, so that It redeems at 140 
bonds which w*ere issued six years ago 
at 104*-*;. and in again renewing Its pur¬ 
chasing after a few weeks cessation, 
changes the condition of affairs very 
much. Speculation is naturally making 
the nnvst of It. 

Starling with the expected announce¬ 
ment of the sen Dement of the Northern 
Pacific controversy st. Paul and Atch¬ 
ison have scored decided advances on 
the theory that their position makes 
them necessary in any Western or Pa¬ 
cific railroad combination. The stories 
that the Pennsylvania road is buying 
Atchison, ot a ”dea!” of some kind in 
the Gould stocks, of the great Vander¬ 
bilt proprietary concern, of a general 
combination of local transportation 
companies, and of Increased dividends 
on Southern railway preferred and Bal¬ 
timore and Ohio common have been 
strenuously revived 

Some of these rumors are undoubt¬ 
edly true, and others are as undoubt¬ 
edly false. Additional dividends could 
easily be distributed upon the two 
stocks last named, and this action will 
probably be taken before long. The 
Southern railway will profit largely by 
the extension of Its lease w ith the Cin¬ 
cinnati Southern r»>ad, as voted by the 
people of Cincinnati last Tuesday, and 
by the decision of that city to spend 
$2,000,000 on the Cincinnati Southern 
terminals. There Is clearly something 
going on In the Vanderbilts, whose ulti¬ 
mate effect Is, of course, yet to be dis¬ 
covered. The short Interest In London 
against “calls’* of American stock 
owned on this side Is said to be large, 
and It Is generally believed that a fair 
proportion of the buying l.u»r week was 
devoted to the protection of thes»* con¬ 
tracts. 

• • • 

The Northwestern Situation. 


While the terms of the North¬ 
ern Pacific settlement have not 
been officially disclosed, they are 
understood In good quarters to 
provide for the formation of a new 
holding company, which shall own the 
stocks of the Northern Pacific and 
Great Northern railways, and also for 
another company, which shall lease the 
Burlington road, the stock of this leas¬ 
ing company to be equally divided be¬ 
tween the first-named holding company 
and th* Union Pacific railway. The 
Union Pacific people will turn over their 
holdings of Northern Pacific stock 
most of it being preferred stock, to the 
proprietary company, receiving propri¬ 
etary stock therefor. It may be con¬ 
sidered certain that such other arrange¬ 
ments will be made as will secure the 
Union Pacific party against loss from 
Its original purchase of the Northern 
Pacific shares, but that these arrange¬ 
ments will take the form of n money 
payment is doubtful. It well un¬ 
derstood that the Northern Paci.V pre¬ 
ferred stock owned by the Union Pa¬ 
cific did not cost the latter Interest 
above par. 

Comment upon the whole plan should 
perhaps be deferred until Its full de¬ 
tails arc made known, though there Is 
a possibility that such revelation may 
never occ ur. But it must be stated that 
the Union Pacific* manager* do nut 
themselves pretend that any benefits 
will be received by their road from the 
settlement other than these* general and 
inchoate advantages which flow from 
visible sources, namely, the division of 
territory and the regulation of compe¬ 
tition.

The present 
era is not. like Its predecessor, one of 
great railroad building Into new and 
unfruitful territory. But It Is one of 
enormous Increase In the capital and 
Interest account of very many railway 
system*, caused by the purchase of 
other railways or of a controlling in¬ 
terest In them at abnormal prices be¬ 
cause of the ’’strategic” advantages, 
which. It is believed, will accrue from 
the transaction. Whether the full ef¬ 
fect of these advantages will be felt at 
once, how great they will prove In a 
period of general depression, and how 
long a time It will take for the railroad 
world to liquidate the cost of them re¬ 
mains. as In mi. the uncertain factor 
in the situation. 

• • • 

Splendid Week For Business. 

The cold weather of the week, which 
was general over the country, was 
splendid for business. Trade In every 
part of the land is great and magnifi¬ 
cent., Yet the summary of the reports 
to the Controller of the Currency of 
the condition of national banks on Sep¬ 
tember 30 shows that, while the loans 
of these Institutions Increased $331,856.- 
275 during the twelve months previous, 
their cash on hand was but $9,135,718 
more. There Is something here that 
looks at first glance ns If our grand 
business was largely an extension of 
credit and that the credit had been ex¬ 
tended too freely. But perhaps any 
such reflection is a needless borrowing 
of trouble. One observation must hold, 
however, and that l* that along with 
the Increased business in which we are 
all reveling have come Increased ex¬ 
pense*. and that more than one rail¬ 
road company, industrial corporation 
and private firm has found within the 
year the ratio of these expenses to gross 
receipts unpleasantly enlarging. 

The heavy expenditures which all the 
railroad** have found necessary of late 
for equipment and betterments have 
served to temporarily advance the price 
of railway stocks, because the money 
for the purpose was raised, for the most 
part, by the Iwue of shares to old 
stockholders at lower prices than the 
prevailing market valuation; and so the 
outstanding sharos participating in the 
distribution became more valuable than 
before It. But the fact should pot be 
lost sight of that many of these Im¬ 
provements? are of the same nature as 
repairs to a house. In order to make It 
possible to live In it. Mr. Carnegie's 
remark on this point the other day may 
prove as sagacious as his historic 
apothegm that >*t * i waa either king or 
pauper. Railroad# nowadays need big¬ 
ger engines, larger and better freight 
cars, easier grade* an) a great many 
other things which were undreamed of 
a few years ago, but which are now 
absolutely essential to railroad life; and 
the expenditure of money for these end* 
merely mean# the lack of foresight of 
former directors of the r -ads which waa. 
of course. Inevitable, and must be made 
good.

Will lie Charged For Coal 
In Indiana. 


One cannot hav»* his cake an! rat It. 
An economic state of affairs in which 
everybody is doing a large business nat¬ 
urally tends, after a certain duration, 
to a condition In which the profits of 
one’s neighbors Intrench upon one** 
own. and finally everybody discover*, 
often about the same time, that profit* 
generally have disappeared. Our great 
boom has not been & blessing to persons 
with a fixed income, nor. in its later de¬ 
velopment. to the majority of wage- 
earners. Its* progress has been marked, 
as all such movement* must be marked, 
by a steady fall In the value of money, 
or. what Is saying the same thing, by 
aMeady rise In the value of things that 
money buy*. Widows and orphan* and 
all similar beneficiaries living upon the 
Income of trust funds have had a hard 
time of it In the last few years, if their 
sole support has been the return of 
trust funds Invested during the period. 

It Is a fact that 1# well in the mind 
of every householder and head of a 
family that such ha* been the advance 
of all commodities that living expenses 
are now very much greater than form¬ 
erly; Indeed, the official record shows 
that they are higher at this hour than 
at any time within a decade. The 
weight of all this falls heaviest upon the 
man \vhi>se Income docs not increase 
with the increased price which he must 
pay for his necessities, and the net re¬ 
sult Is hi* comparative poverty. Nature, 
however, is bu?y with her corrective, 
and *he applies a solace, at Inst, that Is 
both #weet and terrible. The distress 
of the man with a fixed Income dimin¬ 
ishes his power of consumption Next, 
the artisan and the laborer whose wage* 
have risen somewhat In the period of 
prosperity find that the rise, after all. 
does not make up to them the addition¬ 
al sums they are forced to expend. The 
farmer who has been made suddenly 
rich by hi* great grain crops, sold at 
high prices, owing to blighted harvest* 
in foreign countries. discovers that that 
condition of affair** was an exception, 
and that crop failure can fall to his lot 
a* well as to that of others. 

The great profit* of speculation cease 
and the rich and well-to-do curtail their 
purchases of luxuries So consumption 
gradually lessens throughout th*> com¬ 
munity. until in the natural couiee of 
events It fAlls to a point as unduly low 
a* It previously rose to a point ex¬ 
travagantly high. A general inspection 
of business enterprise occur# which de¬ 
stroys many a proud fortune, and usual¬ 
ly results In an unwipe withholding of 
credit us It wa« preceded by an im¬ 
proper extension of It. Money rise* In 
value, and then In the general depr le¬ 
sion which prevails the man with the 
fixed Income And* that he Is as corn- 
pa nt l vely rich a*, when matter* were 
reversed a few years before, h* was 
comparatively po^rr. So the balance of 
production and consumption continual¬ 
ly rise* and fall*. Its ewlng l* plow, 
but It Is ceaseless and supreme. Tea:# 
and penury accompany It. a# well a* 
riches* and smlbe PHILIP KING.

—The suit of Richard C. Davis and wife 
against seven local gamblers to recover 
$39,000 which Davis lost at cards, craps 
and roulette, will not be tried here. The 
attorney* for the gamblers will ask for 
a change of venue the latter part of thl* 
week on the grounds that public senti¬ 
ment Is strongly against the gamekeep¬ 
ers.

To the bank direc¬ 
tors he explained that he lost the money 
in games of chance. To make the short¬ 
age good he Immediately transferred 
his bank stock and real estate to the 
bank officials. This, with some financial 
assistance from relatives, made good the 
short Age. and the bank did not lose a 
penny However, Davt* was attested 
by the Federal authorities, and his trial 
will take place before Judge Baker in 
Indianapolis. He Is under a bond of 
$2,500 for his appearance. 

A day or two ago the gambling home 
keeper against whom Davl* and his wife 
have filed suits called upon the forme* 
bank cashier and tried to Induce him 
to withdraw the suit*. They met with 
a firm refusal, and now it looks like a 
fight to the finish The trial of these 
cases promise to be of the sensational 
order, for among those who will be 
called as witnesses ate business and 
professional men.

Both Sides Confident. 


Both sides contend that they are gro- 
4ng to be victorious in the election 
to-morrow. The antl-ratlflcattonlsts 
claim that they have made a fight 
against gTeat odd a None of the news¬ 
papers of the State were with them in 
their fight, their speakers were limited 
and in almost every one of the slxty- 
alx counties of the State the county 
organizations were against them. The 
Republicans, who, naturally, should be 
against the new Constitution, inasmuch 
as it will eliminate the colored vote, 
took no active part In the campaign, 
and Its Executive Committee advised 
its people to vote as the Individual 
pleased. The Populists* who, too. are 
jiatarally against the change in the 
Constitution, could not muster enough 
of its old-time Executive Committee In 
order to take a decided stand. The 
Democratic Executive Committee of 
the State declared itself In favor of the 
rew Constitution, making it no less 
than a party question. All of these 
the anti-ratlfieationieta have been up 
against, and still their chairman, Gen. 
C. M. Shelley, claims that the victory 
Is won and that the majority to-mor¬ 
row will be 25.000 against the ratifica¬ 
tion of the new Constitution. 

• • * 

A Strong Campaign. 


The campaign that was waged in be¬ 
half of ratification was one of the 
strongest ever conducted In the State 
In any Interest. In the first place It 
•was made a party issue by the State 
Democratic Executive Committee in¬ 
dorsing a Constitutional Convention. 
Immediately following the convention, 
which was attended almost exclusively 
hy Democrats, a committee meeting 
was he!d and a Campaign Committee 
•was provided. A thorough Democrat 
•was named as chairman. Oscar W. Un¬ 
derwood. Representative in Congress 
from the Ninth district. Then the full 
Campaign Committee was selected by 
the chairman., and none but strong 
Democrats were named from each dis¬ 
trict. Both of the United States Sena¬ 
tors expressed themselves In favor of 
the new Instrument, and Senator Pet- 
tus went on the stump In behalf of the 
new organic law for the State. Then 
all nine of the Congressmen from the 
State expressed themselves In favor of 
the instrument and with hut one ex¬ 
ception. all went on the stump in its 
behalf. The newspapers, the dally press 
and five-sixths of the weekly press, came 
out for the new law. Then the various 
Democratic organizations In counties, 
bents and wards followed In the line 
until a magnificent array was present- 
e<l. The list of speakers for the new 
Constitution was a long one. and each 
and every one gave his time and money 
willingly. Assignments were made 
from the headquarters, and in almost 
every Instance the speaker appointed 
did not grumble and went to the place 
detected for him like a man. 

• • • 

An Interesting Fight. 

The campaign was an interesting one 
from start to finish. Immediately after 
Gov. Jelks gave out his proclamation in 
reference to the new Constitution and 
fixing a date for an election whereby 
the people of the State would say 
•whether or not the new Instrument be 
ratified or rejected, the togas were put 
on and the warriors stepped Into the 
arena. 

Gen. Shelley had five? men well known 
throughout the State behind him. They 
were former Gov. Joseph F. Johnston, 
Col. W, H. Denson, former Congress¬ 
man from the Seventh district; lion. 
Jesse Stalling*, former Congressman 
from the Fifth district; L. H. Reynolds, 
Populist leader of Chilton county; W. 
T L. Cofer, Representative in the Leg¬ 
islature and member of the Constitu¬ 
tional Convention which framed the 
new Constitution, from Cullman coun¬ 
ty. These men have been on the stump 
with all earnestness. Former Gov. Jos. 
F. Johnston, who. while Governor, ve¬ 
toed the bill calling a Constitutional 
Convention, took the stump as a vindi¬ 
cation. He, too, is hopeful of the re¬ 
sult to-morrow being against the rati¬ 
fication. 

• • • 

The Arguments. 


The arguments for and against rati¬ 
fication have been many. The anti-rat¬ 
ification Ists have objected strenuously 
to the suffrage clauses in the new Con¬ 
stitution. The new law provides a tem¬ 
porary and a permanent plan. The 
temporary plan provides a registration 
next year In each precinct of each 
county by three reputable and suitable 
persons in each county, who shall rtg- 
Ister the persons who come within 
three classes, viz.: Soldiers, or the l isv- 
fu! descendants of soldiers or persons of

S-N EXCITING AND INTERESTING 
CAMPAIGN ENDS. 


Birmingham. Ala., Nov. 10.—[Special.] 
•-Everything Is In readiness for the 
election to-morrow to ratify or reject 
the new Constitution of Alabama. The 
headquarters of the two sides are lo¬ 
cated In Birmingham and preparations 
are being made for the returns Monday 
evening. The bollots to be voted Mon¬ 
day are short and, therefore, but little 
time will be lost In counting them. 
The polls will close at 6 o'clock and the 
various boards will send In the]r re¬ 
turns to their county headquarters, and 
the county headquarters will forward 
the full returns to the State headquar¬ 
ters In this city. It is feared that there 
Is much apathy on the subject, and the 
vote which should come out on such an 
Important matter will be absent. How¬ 
ever. the leaders In this city say that 
In the cities and towns heavy voting 
fwill be done, while country districts 
IWlil show up weak. 


nfter that date must be fixed by the 
next Legislature. The qualification of 
electors provided for in the permanent 
plan will not affect any white man 
now’ entitled to vote. If he will register 
during 1902. The temporary plan will 
keep out the great bulk of tlie negroes, 
and It Is argued that the new Constitu¬ 
tion will secure and perpetuate the rule 
of the while man In Alabama. 

• • • 

For Honest Elections. 

In ignoring the negro vote it makes 
honest elections possible, and the new 
Constitution corrects many of the evils 
In the old one, principal among them 
being one limiting the rights of the 
Legislature with local legislation; less¬ 
ening the number of elections in the 
State; creating the office of Lieutenant 
Governor, and still another limiting the 
tax rate and also limiting the amount 
of bonds municipalities can Issue. The 
antl-ratiffcatlonlsts argued that the 
suffrage plan was bad and likely to dis¬ 
franchise not only negroes, but many 
white people, who might not be able 
to read nor write, and who might not 
be able to own property, as required un¬ 
der the permanent plan. None of the 
other sections of the new Constitution 
was attack** J much by the antis but 
the featureTnat poor white men might 
be kept from ever exercising their 
right to vote was the main plea. 

The dlsFraichlsement of the negro 
appears to have been a slogan that all 
politicians desired before the Constitu¬ 
tional Convention met and before the 
present Constitution was framed, but 
the side leading the opposition seems 
to b*» afraid that the plan brought out 
might disfranchise some white men as 
well. 

• • • 

After Adoption. 


One result of the adoption of the new 
Constitution will be that elections in 
this State will occur but once In four 
years. In other w’ords. the terms of 
office of the Governor and other State 
officials will be four years* instead of 
two years* duration. Another change 
will be in the limit that any munici¬ 
pality can grand franchises. The time 
limit Is thirty years. Another change 
In the affairs of the State will be that 
each countv will come near getting the 
poll-taxes 'paid In by themselves for 
school purposes. The free school sys¬ 
tem will be benefited. Many other 
changes will occur.

MAY BE GIVEN TO INTERSTATE 
COMMERCE COMMISSION. 


RADICAL RECOMMENDATIONS 


On the Subject To Be Incorporated By 
President Roosevelt In His 
Message To Congress. 


Chicago. Nov. 10.—The Record-Her¬ 
ald says: 

In his message to Congress President 
Roosevelt will Incorporate certain rad¬ 
ical recommendations regarding the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, and 
will probably urge the passage of reme¬ 
dial legislation which will place the 
commission in a position to become a 
pow’er for good in the traffic world. 

Concerning the matter Chairman 
Knapp, of the committee, said; "I am 
reliably informed that the President 
will treat of the commission in his mes¬ 
sage and will make recommendations 
to Congress as to legislation that Is 
necessary to enable the commission to 
accomplish what the law creating it 
Intended that It should accomplish. 
There has been no official communica¬ 
tion between the President and the 
commission, and I don’t want to be un¬ 
derstood as going any further In my 
statement than to say that I have been 
told by reliable authorities that such 
whs the President's purpose. I know 
that he is very much interested in the 
subject and I believe that he is in favor 
of giving the commission more power 
than It now possesses.** 

The essential facts secured by the in¬ 
vestigation which closed Saturday are; 
That railroads. East and West, cut 
export rates constantly, and do not pub¬ 
lish their export rates; that a condi¬ 
tion exists in the Centra! Freight As¬ 
sociation which morally proves that the 
roads eastbound from Chicago are 
pooling on grain and grain products; 
that the cut rates In exports are due 
largely to the competition of w’ater 
routes which are not under the super¬ 
vision of a commission; that the bulk 
of grain for domestic use mov#*s as 
export gram, thereby being granted a 
cut rate; that a substantial discrepancy 
exists between the rates on grain and 
flotir. and that hay Is In a classification 
higher than kindred products. 

AFRAID OF MEDIATION 

BY THE UNITED STATES. 

Gen. Uribe-Uribe Makes Dire Threats 
In Case Castro Proves Untrue 
To the Liberal Cause. 


Willemstad. Island of Curacao, Nov. 
10.—Advices received here from Capacho 
Viejo, dated November 5. say that the 
report from President Castro to his 
brother. Celestino Castro, at San Cris¬ 
tobal, to the effect that the United 
States Government "Insists upon medi¬ 
ating between Venezuela and Colomb a" 
caused the greatest excitement among 
the troops on the frontier. Gen. Uribe- 
Uribe and Gen. Modesto Castro immedi¬ 
ately set out for San Cristobal to obtatn 
del ails. 

It seems that Gen. Uribe-Uribe refustd 
to believe the report, declaring that he 
had no fears as to the future of the 
liberal cause because President Castro 
had given him a cast-iron pledge not to 
forsake him. 

"Should President Castro prove untrue 
to the Liberal cause." exclaimed Gen. 
Uribe-Uribe. "the result would be h s 
ruin. The war will enter Colombia be¬ 
fore Christmas." 

Minister of Foreign Affairs Resigns. 

Curacoa, Nov. 10.—Via Hayitan Cab e. 
—Dr. Eduardo Blanco. Venezuelan Min¬ 
ister of Foreign Affairs, has resigned 
his portfolio. He will be succeeded by 
Dr. Pachano. The cause of the resigna¬ 
tion was a disagreement regarding the 
Colombian question, particularly the an¬ 
swer of President Castro to the Pan- 
American Congress in the City of Mex¬ 
ico. which was sent without Dr Blanco's 
knowledge.

HEAVY PIG IRON MOVEMENT. WANTS TO FIGHT A DUEL. 


Birmingham. Ala., Nov. 10.—[Special.] 
—President A. W. Thompson and other 
officials of the Republic Iron and Steel 
Company will spend three or four days 
of this week in the Birmingham dis¬ 
trict. and their visit will probably mean 
the early construction of the $2,000,000 
steel mill at their furnace plant at 
Thomas, four or five miles from the 
city. A few weeks ago Mr. Thompson 
and several of the officers and directors 
were In Birmingham, and had Julian 
Kennedy, a steel expert of Pennsyl¬ 
vania, here to make investigations look¬ 
ing to the construction of a big steel 
plant here. The report of Mr. Kennedy 
Is said to have been favorable. That 
the Republic company needs a new 
steel plant Is not denied, but no posi¬ 
tive statement would be made on the 
last visit. 

Mr. W. H. Hassinger, the general 
Southern manager for the Republic, 
who has been a hard sufferer from 
rheumatism for nearly a year, has Just 
returned from Mount Clements, Mich., 
where he has been for the benefit of his 
health, and he will consult With the 
higher officials In reference to the big 
plant in this district. Mr. Thompson 
has said before that the company was 
as anxious to build a steel plant in 
this district ns the people of the dis¬ 
trict wanted one located here, but mat¬ 
ters of the magnitude could not be 
settfed In one day. 

It is rtow believed that the officers 
and directors of the company have 
about settled definitely on Ihe matter 
and a new steel plant is almost assured 
for the district. The Republic Iron and 
Steel Company is the largest bar Iron 
manufacturing company In the world. 
It owns three furnaces, two big rolling 
mills, three coal mines, coke ovens, ore 
mines and a short railroad line in this 
district. It also has a small steel plant 
here. Its trade la of great magnitude 
In the Southern country, and opportuni¬ 
ties for a big foreign trade through 
Southern ports promising. The erec¬ 
tion of a steel plant will bring about 
the expenditure of about $2,000,000, and 
will give employment to many hun¬ 
dred hands.

A Shortage of Cars. 


TURBULENT SCENES IN PHILIP¬ 
PINE FEDERAL CONVENTION. 


The railroads In the Birmingham dis¬ 
trict are not able to furnish all de¬ 
mands for cars with which to carry out 
pig Iron and kindred products, and as 
a result It is said that there have been 
delays In the shipments of the blast 
furnace and rolling mill products. The 
report of the Southern Iron Committee 
of the shipments made during the 
month of October will be out In a few 
duys. and it is expected tha-t gains 
will be shown as compured to the ship¬ 
ments made the month previous. How¬ 
ever, had the railroads been able to 
furnish a* many cars as were desired 
It is believed that the report would be 
better than for any month during the 
last twelve months. During the month 
of September pig Iron shipments from 
Alabama and Tennessee amounted to 
123.522 tons, the Birmingham district 
alone shipping out M.209. The reports 
to hand are to the effect that the short¬ 
age of cars has been felt Iti several 
of the districts In the two States 
named where Iron U handled by the 
railroads. Chattanooga, Sheffield and 
Nashville are reported to huve expeil- 
enoed the difficulty in getting all the 
cars necessary for a prompt shipping 
of the product

Knitting Mills To Start. 


Manila. Nov. 10.—According to ad¬ 
vices from Catbalogan, capital of the 
island of Samar, Lukban, the Insurgent 
leader, has sent a message to Gen. 
Smith declaring that he will not listen 
to negotiations for surrender until all 
the Americans have withdrawn from 
the Gardara Valley. 

Gen. Smith has ordered every Amer¬ 
ican soldier In the Island of Samar and 
the island of Leyte never to be without 
arms, even at meal time. He is deter¬ 
mined that there shall be no more sur¬ 
prises. and eomhmndtng officers will be 
held responsible. Gen. Smith afeo di¬ 
rects that scouting must continue in¬ 
cessantly and that all rice and hemp 
captured must be destroyed. He con¬ 
siders the capture of Lukban only a 
question of a very short time. 

• • • 

Turbulent Convention. 

The Federal convention continues its 
meetings, but these are. as a rule, of 
a turbulent character, and very little 
Is accomplished. Personal bickerings 
prevent harmony. Senor Ruencamino 
challenged Senor Velasco to a duel, but 
the latter refused to fight on account 
of the age of the challenger. 

Many provincial delegates have al¬ 
ready left in disgust. Senor Sabella 
Reyes wanted to enter upon the minutes 
the convention an expression of the 
regret felt by the delegates at the lack 
of interest displayed In the work of po¬ 
litical organization. Thrke Senor Buen- 
camino left the room, saying he would 
never return. In each Instance he 
yielded to the persuasion of his friends 
that he should go back, and finally he 
formally tendered his resignation, but 
only to put In an appearance again at 
the evening session. 

The question of the friars has been 
ocoupying much of the time of the con¬ 
vention. Intense antipathy Is shown 
toward them, and the sense of the con¬ 
vention was practically unanimous that 
they must go.

The Financial Skies Clearing. 

The International monetary position 
has gained In the past week. The state¬ 
ment of the German Imperial Batik, as 
published lust Saturday, follows the 
Hank of France's report of November 
7 In showing an abatement of the 
monetary strain which bus been felt in 
all the great financial centers of 
Kuixipe. There was an Increase of 
8.020.000 marks in It ntul a decrease 
of 27.040.000 marks In rate circulation. 
In other words the Deutsche Hank has 
increased its reserve lo the extent of 
about $ 11 , 000 , 000 . which, considering the 
stringency that hus been prevailing In 
Berlin so long and that has led to 
heavy withdrawal* of gold from lin¬ 
den, Is very satisfactory. 

The Bank of France made an eyen 
more gratifying showing. Notes In cir¬ 
culation decreased 129.7<)0,000 francs and 
bills discounted decreased 245,175.000. 
In otlie. word*, this gt>*ut bank shows 
a decrease of nearly $:>o, 000 .ouo in loan* 
and of $ 26 , 000,000 hi circulation, while 
there was a moderate gain In cash. 
Exchange In London has also had a 
slight rise, indicating a r**ssation of 
the pressure for gold. The statement 
was of a tenor exactly the contrary of 
the one made October HI. which showed 
a gain In circulation and also In the 
bills discounted. However, the reports 
of the two weeks previous had shown 
perceptible betterment, and last week's 
w’ottld Indicate the general tendency 
wa« upward That this Is the case 
with the Imperial Bank of Germany 
there Is no doubt, for **very report fur 
the past three we«ks has shown gains 
in cash and reductions in note Issues. 

The Bank #*f England also demon¬ 
strated that conditions were on the 
in^nd there, though nut to such ho ex¬ 
tent as in Faria and Berlin. The re¬ 
serve decreased $4.(HW.0<H). but th»* pro¬ 
portion of reserve to liabilities rose to 
46 44 per cent., against 45.6H per cent, 
on October HI arid 44.61 per cent, a year 
ago. Now that the Bunk «»f France 
has ceased to call so vigorously for 
gold the Linden bank has lowered Its 
price for American eagles und ought 
to show good aigus hereafter. A Gov¬ 
ernment loan will he paid out in Jun- 
tiaty. but that will he so timed that 
New York will have easy money and 
can lend any assistance necessary In 
tlie meantime we may send a little 
more gold to London or Paris, as we 
can very well afford to do. seeing that 
we are constantly receiving new sup¬ 
plies from the Klondike and Australia, 
and Secretary Gage ih buying bonds, 
und tills will help along the European 
Improvement. 

Money #onlinued easy lrt New York 
notwithstanding the active demands of 
business, and as the crop movement is 
about over und cotton and grain ex¬ 
ports still growing, the financial outlook 
is unruffled lu spite of the predictions 
of dear money still made by certain 
financial writers and the calamity 
howlers of Wall street. 


Not Like the Others. 

Prof. Hugo Munsterberg. lu the In¬ 
ternational Review of November, ex¬ 
presses the conviction that America is 
becoming more “like the others.’* and 
among the others more like Germany. 
Germany ts Americanizing, fie says, 
and America is Germanising. 

Undeniably, there is a tendency 
among s*.»m** citizens of the Fulled 
Stales to Imitate the **-ffete despot¬ 
isms.' which we formerly denounced. 
There Is an increasing citation of the 
example of other edit allies as examples 
for our imitation, Talk of the inherent 
powers of government is made the bas¬ 
ts of claims to authority not delegated, 
and even to that expressly prohibited. 

It is the glory or tin* Frilled Slat»-H 
i4*ai Us institutions are not like these 
of other countries It was the aim of 
our fathers to make a government of 
Its own kind, differing from every other 
then In tire world. There were those. 
Indeed, who fought in the war for free¬ 
dom, who would have l»een willing to 
*muke the United States a sort of lesser 
England, only Independent. A mon¬ 
archy. or Us equivalent, would not 
have be-ti distasteful to them, ami a 
strong centralized government was their 
ideal But they were overwhelmingly 
outnumbered, and the majority made 
a Constitution suited to ihe need* of 
the new* republic, an original ?triicime, 
the work of surpassing political wis¬ 
dom. Alt that was good In the British 
Constitution was retained, but «,» mixed 
with other malaria! n* *•» constitute itn 
original creation. 

The United Stales will, we ma> fair¬ 
ly trust, never be above profiting by 
anything that is good in do* Institu¬ 
tions of any other country Our insti¬ 
tutions are elastic enough to permit the 
utllixation of any number of good id*«« 
But this «*ar» and must be dune without 
departing from the essential principle* 


upon which the Government was found¬ 
ed. If these be surrendered our dl«- 
tinctli-o as h nation, nur r-ason for 
Independence will have been aban¬ 
doned. 


A Tale of Several Cities. 

What happened In New York City* last 
Tuesday Is wvil known. In a city* con¬ 
fessedly Democratic by a large ma- 
Jor'ty, a Republican Mayor was elected 
as a protest against Ihe methods of 
Crokcr. The triumph u I Mr. Isjw was 
due to Democratic votes. 

In Baltimore, which two yeur* ago 
gave a majority of 8,000 for the Demo¬ 
cratic candidate for Governor, the Re¬ 
publican candidate for Controller ob¬ 
tained a majority last week of about 
3,000 votes. The cause of dissatisfaction 
mere Is not so clear, but there was dis¬ 
content with the party, and the result 
speaks for Itself. The Democratic vote 
fell off 16.000, as compared with two 
years ago. and the Rt publican vote 5 Mb. 
It was the failure of Democratic vot**r*i 
tu go to the polls which guve the city 
to the Republicans. 

In Philadelphia, and lu the Stale of 
Pennsylvania there was a fusion of the 
Democratic forces with the dissatisfied 
Republican* to put an end of the rule 
of the Quay machine. It did not win 
either In the city or In the Stute. Phila¬ 
delphia had been ruthlessly tubbed by 
the Republican machine. Its valuable 
franchises had been seized und divided 
out as booty by a gang uf political 
buccaneers. A Republican District At¬ 
torney had been proscribed by the gang 
because he ina'sted. In obedience to his 
oath of office, on prosecuting such of Its 
members as were notoriously guilty of 
crime. He was takeu up by the revolt¬ 
ing Republicans and by the Democrats, 
but he was defeated by a plurality of 
43.667, The total vote In the city for 
District Attorney was 7.000 mote than 
was cast last year for President. That 
was Philadelphia*.* response to the de¬ 
mand for reform. 

The city of Pittsburg was another vic¬ 
tim of the last Legislature under the 
domination of tin Quay machine. Id 
government was destroyed by a special 
act and u ruler under the name of Re¬ 
corder u|>p.'lnted to supersede the May¬ 
or. All this was a purl of n scheme to 
control city franchises In the Interrs: 
of the gariti. No more vicious assault 
was ever made upon the rights of a city. 
IMv. was it answered? An overwhelm¬ 
ing majority for ihe machine was given 
both by the city and county. The Judge 
of the Supreme Court, who had upheld 
the spoliation of the city, contrary to the 
Constitution, received an immense ma¬ 
jority. If there was any Indignation 
against the ti>Mtri)rn* which the city 
received from the machine It was mute. 

These conspicuous examples from the 
election of Iasi Tuesday show Where the 
real strength of the reform forces Is to 
be found. They demonstrate that It Ih 
extremely difficult to get Republicans to 
quit the party organization In ordet to 
put an end to corruption and fiaud by 
the party leaders, even when tt Is of 
the most flagrant character. It Is quite 
apparent that Independent voters are 
muett more numerous in ihe DenuM-iaL.c 
organization than in the Republican. It 
Is also dear that th** facilities for com¬ 
mitting election frauds in Philadelphia 
are much greater than they are tn New 
York The fact that the total vote in 
Philadelphia this yvar exceeded that at 
the presidential election Is conclusive 
proof that the frauds there are more 
extensive than in any city In the coun¬ 
try. It is estimated by Republicans 
themselves that the fraudulent votes In 
Philadelphia last week mimbeied not 
less than uOlHlt*. 

Credit is due, nevei iheless, to those 
Republicans who broke away from tilt* 
machine In th- hope of inaugurating a 
better government in the Slate. Outside 
the counties of Philadelphia ami Alle¬ 
gheny ihe fusion majority m the Stale 
was a 1 mut 13.000. The county of PhFa. 
delphlct guv- McKinley last year 115,000 
plumi!tv, which was reduced more than 
half in th- election last week. In the 
State the Republican majority Is less 
than half what It was two years ag » 

While tin* dervat '*f th- reform forces 
In Pennsylvania Is d scoutaglng, their 
leadete do not intend to give tip the 
flgli: The victory of the machine this 
year will eucouiag- It to attempt other 
out!ages on popular rights, gteaiet than 
heretofore. If that be possible. Next 
year Pennsylvania will el-ct a Governor, 
and the machine will nominate one of its 
creatures. Here is an opportunity for 
another test of the strength of the 
friends of reform, but the facilities for 
ft avid hi Philadelphia render the ri-sult 
of their efforts very problematical. 


A German physician. Prof Loeflier, 
who is Introduced as "an associate of 
Virchow and Koch at Berlin.” declare* 
that people who live In malarial regions 
are fr*^ from cancer^and concludes that 
malaria Is an antidote to cancer.

CHARLES M. SCHWAB INTEREST¬ 
ED IN THE COMBINE. 


ANOTHER PLANT FOR TRUST. 


Philadelphia. Nov*. 10.—A new $50.- 
000.000 steel corporation Is forming for 
the purpose of uniting In one powerful 
combination the plate mills of the coun¬ 
try. Ten or more plants. Including 
Pennsylvania companies that are now 
doing a large business, are to be ab- 
#orbed by the new concern. 

Four of the properties are east of 
the Alleghenies. These are the Luke ns 
Iron Works, of Coatesvllle; the Tide 
Water Steel Company, Chester; ihe 
Central Steel Company, Harrisburg, 
and the Worth Brother#* mills. These 
four represent an active estimated cap¬ 
italization of about $ 10 , 000 , 000 . 

It I# understood that the Jones & 
I^aughlln Company, of Pittsburg, a cor¬ 
poration with $ 20 , 000,000 capacity, will 
enter the combination and wlU be/thlp 
strongest concern in It. Details regard¬ 
ing the Western Interests that will 
be represented are lacking but these 
will probably be made public in the 
course of a few days In an official an¬ 
nouncement of the project. 

A s gnlflcant feature of the deal is 
the active part taken In It by Charles 
M. Schwab, president of the United 
Slate# Steel Corporation. Mr. Schwab 
attended a conference held In this city 
early In the week and had much to do 
with shaping the plans of the concern. 
This I# believed to indicate that It will 
be opera ted In harmony with the bil¬ 
lion dollar corporation, and that event¬ 
ually ihe new company may become 
identified with Mr. Schwab’s corpora¬ 
tion. 

The Joint output of all of the com¬ 
panies aggregates 475,000 tons. The new 
company will take up the securities of 
the constituent concern#, both by 
mean# of rash payments and an ex¬ 
change of stock upon a basis not yet 
made know'n. 

Will Not Enter Proposed Trust. 

Pittsburg, Nov. JO.—Concerning the 
report from Philadelphia that the firm 
of Jones & Laugh!in would be a mem¬ 
ber of the projected new $50,000,000 steel 
combine, B. F. Jones, Jr., make# pub¬ 
lic the announcement that #0 far as hi# 
concern is concerned there Is absolute¬ 
ly no truth In the report. Mr. Jones 
says such a project Is on foot, and his 
firm had been solicited to enter the 
combine, but had not compiled and 
would not.

GEORGE STULTZ, THE BASEBALL 
PITCHER, USES KNIFE ON 
LOUIS MILLER 


Stultz Says He Acted In Self-defense 
and Did Not Start the 
Trouble. 


George Stultz, one of the best-known 
baseball players In the South, cut and 
perhaps fatally wounded Louis Miller 
yesterday afternoon In Jacob Rennerd’s 
saloon. Thirty-fourth and Missouri ave¬ 
nue. 

The fight was the result of a grudge 
of a month’s standing. Stultz was one 
of the best-known pitchers in the 
Southern League last year, and was a 
member of the Shreveport. I,a.. club. 
He arrived In Louisville a few* days be¬ 
fore the registration period. The Dem¬ 
ocrats wanted a booth erected In the 
Eleventh ward, and Miller and Stultz 
quarreled over who should erect it. 
But they did not fight, and Stultz says 
that he thought their differences had 
been settled. Stultz says that he and 
three friends were sitting in Hennerd's 
saloon when Miller entered. 

"Miller ha»l a long poker and was 
using It as a cane," said Stultz. las»t 
night "I wondered what It was for, 
but he didn’t keep me guessing long. 
Before 1 kn»-w what he was about it 
was in the air and then 1 saw stars. 
It came down right on my head and 
I went under the table. Then he struck 
Hgain and 1 caught it on the left arm. 
The next time he hit me on the right 
arm. And while I was down 1 got out 
my knife, and 1 got him all right." 

A long cut in the abdomen was Mil¬ 
ler*# only wound. Th*- ambulance was 
summoned and he was taken to the 
City Hospital The physicians said that 
his condition was «lit leal and that he 
would probably die. 

Patrolmen Haaaelback and Boland 
arrived a few minutes the fight and 
arrested Stultz on the charge of ma¬ 
licious cutting with Intent to kill. 

Stultz was bleeding from u wound 
on the forehead. The skin was broken 
and It was apparent that the blow 
which knocked him under the table 
was a hard one.

:!400 Water street, stultz Is married 
and live# on Thirty-fourth street, near 
Rudd avenue.

WESTERN KENTUCKY COAL MIN¬ 
ERS IN LOUISVILLE. 


Union Men Say They Do Not Believe 
There Will Be Any More 
Trouble. 


Western Kentucky miners came Into 
Louisville last night by the dozene, en 
route to Lexington, to attend the an¬ 
nual meeting of the State Federation 
of Labor, which will convene there 
Wednesday morning. Nearly ail of tho 
mining district# where the recent 
trouble ha# occurred between the miners 
and the operators are represented They 
will remain here to-day, hold a confer¬ 
ence. map out a programme for the 
Lexington convention, and proceed to 
that city to-night Mr. J D. Wood, 
president of the State Miner#* Associa¬ 
tion. head# the delegation, and If all 
goes well here to-day be will be nom¬ 
inated for president uf the State Fed¬ 
eration. Hh 1 # now first vice president. 

An effort was made to see Mr. Wood 
last night w ith reference to the inlmr#' 
trouble In Hopkins county. He was not 
to be found, tout from J. H. Kennedy, 
uf St. Charles, a union miner formerly 
connected with th»* St. Bernard mines. 
It was learned that the trouble had 
(juieted down somewhat, and a fneh 
outbreak was not looked for. 

I believe the union miners will finally 
win In this fight," *akl Mr. Kennedy 
to a reporter for the Courier-Journal, 
"although It may take some time. It 
is costing the operators much more to 
conduct the mines now* with nonunion 
labor than It would If they would rec¬ 
ognize our claim# and employ union 
miners. It takes double the force of 
m-»n to run the mines under the present 
avstfrn, and they do not get out mote 
than half the amount of coal. Only, 
about twelve union miners are at w’ork 
In the St Bernard mines, and the rest 
of the work is done by negroes. The 
mine operators have had an armed 
guard about the mines at an expense 
to the county, but they will soon be 
discontinued, as our new County Judge. 
Mr C. C. Givens, w ho was elected last 
Tuesday, ha# promised that the guard# 
will not be maintained longer at the 
expense *»f the county unless the higher 
courts order It. 

••We are only conten ling Tor an eight- 
hour system Instead of ten hours, and 
,-heck weighing such as Is In force In 
the Indianapolis district. Only n few 
of the mines In Western Kentucky ad¬ 
here to the old system of weighing, 
and 1 think it will soon be abolished In 
every section of the State. 

-As for any further trouble In Hop¬ 
kins county between the union and non. 
union miners. I think I am safe in ki.v- 
ing that none will occur The union 
men certainly hope that there will be no 
more bloodshed."

PAINTS A DARK PICTURE OF AB¬ 
SALOM FOR COMPARISON. 


IS WORSE THAN CZ0LG0S2. 


"I beg the pardon of the memory of 
Abaalom for coupling his name with 
Croker's," said the Hev. Wilbur F.

He was pre-eminently a Prince, 
of charming and pleasing personality, 
handsome— and that means a lot In thla 
w\>rld. The nmn who Is not good-looking 
is handicapped. 

Adrauk/m was a natural leader, keen and 
smar; \VI;h h»s o'.ly words lu* won to 
h:s cause thousands of men, when hatch¬ 
ing the rchell.on against h.s father. And 
he had skill In hundi.ng the leaden* as 
well us the CTSSSSS. He even hoodwinked 
i*avld, and would not have foiled had hm 
heart been true. 

For years he marshaled his forces to 
raise an Insurrection against the King. 
He wtlded all disaffected people of the 
land Into a strong army and nt the proper 
momvnt surprised hi* father so he thd 
across the Jordan without striking a 
blow. Absalom d.d not follow, and Da¬ 
vid wits given time to mass hi* own 
force*. The result is too well known—Ab¬ 
salom perished.

The Absalom of America. 


I can think of but one man In our day 
whose career parallels that of Absalom. 
That is a man who went over to Europe 
on the same vessel with me a few year* 
ago. and behind whom 1 *at In a West¬ 
minster Abbey service, on a Sunday aft. 
ernoct. He looked like a well-to-do biwd- 
man off on a holiday. At the West¬ 
minster Abbey service he was not very 
well up on his resi»onses, but did not 
appear particularly ill at ease in his sur¬ 
roundings Yet I knew that this prosper¬ 
ous-looking business man was at the head 
or the most corrupt organization of po¬ 
litical plunderers and blackmailers un 
the American continent; that they hud 
a great oily in their hands and robbed 
It with Impunity: not only *o, but that 
they protected the gamblers and thieves 
anc courtesans and the buyers and sell¬ 
ers of Innocent girls, whom a great city 
was paying them to prosecute; that they 
gave landlords liberty to inurdt-r, by 
d'-ath-trap tenement*, their tenants, and 
especially the babies of their tenements 
by thousand*, the only condition being 
tfymt they should be privileged to share 
tho profits of all this Infamous blood 
money 

And yet 1 knew that this man and hi* 
ai. - were *0 skillful In marshal¬ 
ing the wicked and vicious classes of 
that greot city were so shrewd In their 
protestations or regard for the condition 
of the po<»r, and so generous in their 
pouring out of their Ill-gotten moneys to 
lake car© of every needy family that 
would thereby give Its support to their 
ticket, that he had been able to carry 
that great city in hi* hands, even as a 
man wears a charm on hi* watt h chain. 

And when, for a brief time, the storm 
grow strong against him a few years ago, 
lik*« Absalom untier * tnllar circumstances, 
he retired to his country* estates across 
the ocean, and waited for things to uu'.et 
down, only to reappear at length In New 
York with added pow'er to more system¬ 
atically and outrageouely debauch the 
city than ever tiefore But the cry of 
suffering children has entered Into the 
ears of tin* I,ord of Host*, with the wall 
of the lost girls whom Tammany's pro¬ 
curers and procuresses l;ave sent to their 
ruin, and during the past few w’eeks we 
have seen such an uprising In New York 
City a* has never been Witnessed before, 
and Richard Croker. the arch-scoundrel 
of American politic*, and the tvonit typo 
of citizen our land has yet produced, ha* 
t*e»*n sent to the dust.

Worse Thnn Czolgosz. 

We all execrate the character and mem¬ 
ory of the man wiio slew President Mc¬ 
Kinley But 1 do not hesitate to say 
that the type of politician represented 
by Croker far more dangerous and 
hateful, because, wh.i© the anarchist rep¬ 
resents a fevered and maddened brain, 
disordered try* brooding on supposed 
wrong*, rhe deeds of Tammany Hall rop. 
resent the cold-blooded debauching of a 
city and the robbing and murder of In¬ 
nocent women and children, with gold as 
the only motive, it may l>e thut In ev¬ 
ery city there are politician* of the stripe 
of Richard Croker. It Is to be feared 
ho represent* a considerable clans. If 
so, U l* to be hoped that the fact will 
be mode os plain a* It has been in New 
York, and that then there will tie a*» 
mighty an uprising of the pres*, and of 
the pulpit, and of the beat people gener. 
nllv, Irrespective of political affiliations, 
and that the brood of vtpers wlK lx» 
crushed forever. 

Absalom was n smooth politician. Ro 
Is Croker Absalom was n master In th«* 
art* of dissimulation nnd trickery. Ro 
is Croker. Absalom gathered about him 
a company of high llwr* flinging thrjr 
money right and left In prodigal d'eplay. 
So has Croker A ban lorn withdrew to a 
foreign country w*heti thing* got tor., 
warm for him ut home So did Croker 
Absalom wraa hail-fellow with th«* 'itoys'* 
So Is Croker. Absalom was a constant 
plotter against the taws and well-being 
of society. So i« Croker Absalom, wh* n 
he secured permission of his fnther to go 
worship nt Hebron, stole the livery of 
Heaven to-serve the devil in 8<> hns 
Croker. in his protended charity for the 
New* York poor, which has been ronllv 
br.bery. Absalom blinded the minds of 
some good m< n to his wickedness— Ahlth- 
ordiel. for Instance. So lias Croker—in 
Shepard, Color and ethers Absal >m final¬ 
ly overreached himself nnd fell In utter 
ruin and disgroo** 8o, for the rime t>e- 
Ing at least, has Croker. And Absalom 
brought a multitude to financial and polit¬ 
ical and moral ruin So has Croker. 

But l want to »>eg the pardon of the 
memory’ of Absalom for coupling his 
name with Croker's 

It Is a somewhat singular fact thit 
the Row Mr. Phorldan should have an¬ 
nounced five days before the election 
the subject of hi* sermon last night. 
The question Is. did this minister f«ej 
so certain of Croker's defeat that he 
could prepare a sermon in advance on 
the subject, or did he have the fall of 
some other swift politician In mind ’

LIQUOR’S INTRENCHMENTS. 


Dr. Jones Preaches On the 
City's Sin. 


IN APPETITE, CUSTOM AND LAW 
AS WELL AS POLITICS. 


THE LOOSE TIGER PARALLEL. 


At the Fifth and Walnut-street Meth¬ 
odist church laat night the Rev. Dr. W. 
D. Lloyd preached the first of a series 
of ajvtl-saloon sermon*, taking as his 
subject: "Tire Saloon In Politics." Hla 
text was: "Who will rise up for Me 
against the evil doers?* Or who will 
stand up for Me against the workers of 
iniquity?" Psalm* xclw, 16. 

Following Is a partial outline of Dr. 
Lloyd's sermon: 

The two urevlous Sunday evening* we 
have studied the cost of liquor to the 
nation, to tho home and to the Individual, 
und have also seen the connection be¬ 
tween liquor und crime, finding that.about 
three-fonrths of all the crime committed 
is due either directly or Indirectly to 
liquor. If liquor costa our nation in round 
number* two and a half hllllons of dol¬ 
lar* annually, and If 75 per cent, of all 
crime committed Is due to liquor, to say 
nothing of the disease and pauperism 
which it produces, whv Is It that good 
people have not long ago overthrown the 
evil? Thl* question leads to the subject 
for to-night: "Tho lntrenchments of 
Liquor; or Liquor In Politics." 

First of all, liquor Is intrenched in ap¬ 
petite. (1) In the natural desire for stim¬ 
ulants growing out of the absence of 
God’s spirit. No man who has the spirit 
o( God dwelling in him desires strong 
drink. Alcohol Is the devil's substitute 
for God's spirit. (2) in an inherited fond¬ 
ness for drink. (3) In the mastery over 
us of a depraved appetite. This Is so 
great that a man has been known to 
promise his dying daughter that he would 
never take a drink until he took It from 
her hand. Then while she lay a corpse 
he has gone anc! opened her stiffened fin¬ 
ger* and clasped them around a wine 
glass while he. filled It to the brim and 
drunk. 

Again, whisky I* Intrenched In custom. 
(1) In the custom that attribute to It 
tine medical qualities. <2* In the custom 
that thinks It a necessltv In social life 
and nt banquets. (3) In the custom of 
treating. 

Liquor la also deeply Intrenched In Jaw. 
To license the traffic gives It a sort of 
legitimacy and a semi-respectability. 
Many men cannot distinguish between le¬ 
gality and righteousness nnd think be¬ 
cause the law allows a thing It is. there¬ 
fore. right. If the truffle were outlawed 
It w’ould lose the semblance of respecta¬ 
bility. and could be much more easily 
overthrown. 

In some respects the strongest Intrench- 
ment of Honor l» to be found in politics. 
It Is established in !>oih the old dominant 
parties. Tlus Democratic platform of POL: 
said: "We are opposed to all sumptuary 
law* us un interference with the indi¬ 
vidual right* of the citizen." The Re¬ 
publican platform for the same year 
said: "We sympathize with all wise and 
legitimate effort* to le»*en the evils of 
Intemperance and promote morality." At 
first sight this appear* to be nil right, 
but the loophole or "wise and legitimate 
effort*" leaves a place of escape. That 
there I* no more sympathy fortempnrunce 
measures In one party Hum the other Is 
shown by the fact that as soon as tin 
Democratic party left out the plank op¬ 
posing prohibition the Republican party 
left out thelra which appeared to favor it. 

• • • » 

Strength of Their Organization. 

The moneyed strength of the National 
Liquor Dealers’ Protective Association Is 
a mighty faetor in every political cam¬ 
paign. and In everv effort to get legisla¬ 
tion favorable to prohibition. One of the 
potent agent* In politic* Is the control 
of the saloon over the voter. There are 
£60 xuloon* In I^ulavilie. Supposing that 
each saloon could control on an average 
ten votes: that would mean 8.600 votes 
for the whole, enough to turn the tide 
In almost any election 

One great evil here, a* everywhere 
else, is the fad that manv of the saloon¬ 
keeper* virtually belong to the brewer*. 
Tho bonds of four-fifths of them are 
signed by the brewers, and in many cases 
they hold » mortgage on the saloon fix¬ 
tures, so that the saloon-keeper is to all 
Intents and purpose* the slave of the 
brewer Good people ought to know that 
It is the brewer* who are forcing hun¬ 
dreds of saloons upon them. If It were 
not for the brewers manv saloon-keetiers 
could not give the bond. A law should 
be enacted that would forbid u brewer 
or n wholesale whlxkv dealer to go on 
the bond of a saloon-keeper. 

The power of the saloon In politic* is 
S.M-H when we exirmlne Into much of the 
vice mid crime of our cltv. A gentleman 
Informed me that he had found police- 
men In drinking rooms connected with 
saloons wher*. there were numbers of 
young women practlcnllv nude, nnd the 
policemen, with other men were carous¬ 
ing with them. Drinking bv policemen In 
snloons Is understood to be ft common 
thing. Why is It that railroad* and oth¬ 
er lines of business demand sober men 
for their work, and will promptly dis¬ 
charge a man who Is known to drink or 
lounge a round a oaloon, but n great city 
ilk*' uurs can ullow Us policemen. w*ho 
are the sworn guard funs of the peace, to 
walk up to a saloon counter and drink 
with impunity? Such conduct cannot fail 
to make policemen friendly toward sa¬ 
loon-keepers uni! their business. 

Concluding. Dr. Lloyd spoke of liquor 
os being intrenched in svarico. and re¬ 
ferred to the fact that the Government 
receive* $183.00.000 of revenue from 
liquor He closed with a parable of a 
loose tiger, and the various suggestions 
for controlling him. Jt. was Intensely 
realistic.

HOVEL AND PALACE CONTRAST. 


Those who came late had difficulty 
In finding seats last evening at Broad¬ 
way Baptist church. 

Dr. Carter Helm Jones read scrip¬ 
tural selections from the Old Testa¬ 
ment In regard to the Tower of Babel 
and the New Testament In regard to 
the new Jerusalem, then took for his 
text the words of Paul; "I am a citi¬ 
zen of no mean city."—(Acts xxl., 39. 

Dr. Jones saLd: 

l>ear old Louisville, with all her faults 
1 love her still How tenderly Paul turned 
hi* home city. Wicked? Ye*, so wick¬ 
ed, but it was home, and he loved It. He 
wu* proud of It, not proud of it* *m». 

I want to notice wme thing* about, 
the city as an institution. The city la 
the realization of the social longing of 
imuiklnd. Athene, the Imainat on of the 
world’s culture, Babylon, of barbaric 
splendor, Rome, of power; Jerusalem, m 
religion. 

Whmt Is the meaning of our modern 
city?. . 

Recently 1 wq>* called to speak at the 
Palmer House, Chicago, before the Bap¬ 
tist leaders of that c.ty. "City M.ssion*’* 
was my theme, and Dr. Henry More- 
houae, that magazine of information, was 
sitting before me. i wu* overawed, yet 
in that marvelous city 1 felt that fasci¬ 
nation thut draws the country boy and 
girl thither. 

But I wojit to speak of our own city. 
It’a made up of a mingled element, good 
and bud. its people came from the Pur¬ 
itan* of long ago. from the children of 
tho Cavalier* and our brothei* from 
ucro»* the water, each br.aging their 
born habit*. Can w*e hold u town meet¬ 
ing and close up everything we don't 
Ilk©? 

No! But w'hat can we do? Stop and 
estimate tho good influence* that go out 
from our city. As l traveled over the 
South, often the old grizzled physicians 
grasped my hand and told how they lovo 
Louisville, where they w*ere taught the 
healing art. In twenty-odd. year* have 
many preacher* in the South, In New 
England, the West and North. In Canada 
and foreign lands, hove turned lovingly 
to Louisville, where they sat at the feet 
of those Baptist Princes, Boyce, Btoad- 
u*. Manly. Whttaitt. 

In the last five or six years many 
prt«aohers have- gone out from our other 
schools—the Presbyterian Seminary, etc.— 
all through our country. We cun find 
rnen anti women looking back at the ten¬ 
der huftpitiility and sweet home life of 
I,oiiisviife. Rut this all down to tho cred¬ 
it of our city 

• • • 

No Drinking, No Saloons. 

Have we saloons? Yes, ■ £00 or more. 

I wish there were none. I remember a 
temperance orator denouncing them as 
demons. 1 dare to .«*>* something thwi 
may bring down on m*- a vial of wrath. 
DA we cal meat because mere are butch¬ 
er shops * or ore the butcher sh«»hs hero 
because we eat meat? The day wo 
learn not to drink, that day the saloon- 
let wlH go out of business What Khali 
we do? What did Jesus do** W hat Is 
the Hope Rescue Mission doing? Loving 
and lifting up. 

My first suggestion Is, let us get togeth. 
er. lot u» catch step as citizens and 
nwirch. Let us not attempt to make a 
panacea of law W© cannot make* men 
righteous by statute. Penal piety Is a 
myth. Jjoultfville has an excellent set of 
laws, though they are mticn sinned 
against 

Every now* and then some one calls for 
a eper.al law and another will brush the 
dtiKt off our statute book* and find the 
Identical law. Those who made our laws 
seem to have been omnhscletvt; would they 
had been omnipotent to have enforced 
them. 

ljet us not look to political parties for 
moral reform. I was in Gotham, nnd 
beard the fierce words mga;nst the party 
machine there. I happened in another 
city, second to New York, and found It 
had us wicked a machine, only it was 
run by the other party. 

Alt are too prone to proxy In polities. 
Wc turn over the government of our 
wards etty, county, State nnd nation to 
politician*. The patty should be our 
serxwfKs. not our moirters. Our city Is 
just a* good as Its cltixens. It is no 
soulless corporation There are non© 

"Except the I»rd keep the city, the 
watchmen watcheth in vain." Who will 
be our next Chief of Police? May God 
appoint hltn. 

I plead for old-fashioned righteousness 
Th© Subbalh iz broken far more nMm- 
taaJtfty on th© avenues than In th© dens 
of vice. Before you smite the poor crim¬ 
inal for getting his bucket of beer or at¬ 
tending th© theater on Sunday, think 
what you will do with th© Christian men 
and women on the avenue* who turn 
God's holy day into a holiday and hand 
the red wine around the table 

In closing Dr. Jonea made an appeal 
for a loving effort to uplift Louisville, 
saving the lives of the citizens are the 
life of the city. "Citizens, mothers, 
daughters, let's love our city." said the 
s|>eaker. "Uplift It. Men. don't skulk 
your duly Hold up the hands of our 
Judges. Rebuke trickery. Women, use 
your Influence. Thus, living and loving, 
we will lift Louisville up and the "sun 
will be bright on the old Kentucky 
home."

BREAKING OF THE SABBATH. 


Measured by each of the five stand¬ 
ards laid down by the Rev. J Kinsey 
Smith In his sermon at the Fourth- 
avenue Presbyterian church lam night, 
ijoulsvllle falls short In every particu¬ 
lar of being a Christian city. From the 
closing sentence of the twenty-sixth 
verse of the eleventh chapter of the 
Acts, which reads: "And the disciples 
were first called Christians In Antioch/* 
Dr. Smith developed his theme. 

Drawing a word picture of the great¬ 
ness and splendor of the city, the speak¬ 
er brought out in sharp contrast the 
scorn and derision In which the Chris¬ 
tians were held, the term In its original 
application being a nickname expressive 
of contempt. Later Antioch Itself be¬ 
came a Christian cits*, but in name 
only. 

"By the rules laid down for man him- 
pelf," said the speaker, "the city Is to 
be Judged whether Its works are those 
of righteousness or evil." Dr. Smith 
then continued: 

If the life of the city is true and in ac¬ 
cordance wtth the divine wlIL there an* 
tlv© channel* through which this will to¬ 
co me manifest. 

The firm of these is the position of the 
Bible tn the mind and life of the city. 
That city is a Christian city where the 
Bible hold* the supreme place in the 
heart* of the people. 1 have mad < ©march¬ 
ing Inquiry of tho-© in charge of th#* book 
stores in Louisville, and have found that 
the demand for the novel* of rhe day and 
for secular literature far exceed* that for 
th© Bible, for th© home and for the in¬ 
dividual. 

The second t«*t of a city's Christianity 
He* in Its church attendance—a proof of 
faith and de'votldn on t'he part of those 
who confess Christ as Lord and Master, 
lu Edinburgh, Glasgow, Toronto and th© 
cities where the proportion of Christian 
people is large, the statistics ehow that 
th© attendant* at church fbrm one-third 
of the population. In I>jUisvllle, a careful 
©numeration give* 25.OX) church attendants 
out of a population of over 2nO.OOO, or an 
overage of one in eight. In Ibis respect, 
Ixtulsville rank* next to San Francisco, 
which I* the city In this country lowest in 
the scale of churrih attendance. 

Thirdly, no city which doe* not regard 
the Sabbath is a Christian city. In Louis¬ 
ville. the lowest theater* are open on Sun¬ 
day*. the dive* and dens are all In full 
bla.«t. th© doors of the saloon rwlng out¬ 
ward; drunkenness i* at It* gTcaust; th© 
largest number of arrest* in every w«ek 
for this offense U-Ing made betwten Satur¬ 
day night and Monday morning.

Sunday As a Day of Best. 

The Influence of those In authority 
has never been for a closed Sabbath. Re 
cently petitions have been sent to &H th© 
ministers in town asking for their support 
in securing Sunday a© a day of reat. Some 
time ago the Barbers’ Union made an ef. 
fori for Sunday oiosdng. The best that 
they could secure wo* half of the day. 

The fourth t»*‘i of the city come* in th© 
character of tho amusements that It p« r. 
inks io exist and to wYro*© support It con¬ 
tributes. Amusement I* naturally rought 
by th© churchman a* well as by»the man 
oi lb: «. rid in b .. .> 

Greeks, the drama was expressive of the 
highest culture and truest art of the peo¬ 
ple. Aristophanes, Aeschylus. Saphoclea, 
Euripides were the master minds of the 
Oroek*. and their play* were spoken to a 
people in sympathy of h»-art and harmony 
of mind with th«- beauties of thought and 
Imagination disclosed. The Greek* of old 
would not for one moment have tolerated 
the low 5rtlaclou?ne»*. degrading vulgarity 
and boasted wickednessi of the plays con¬ 
structed for th© amusement of a no- 
call© 1 Chrlrt an people. Measured by thei* 
amusement*, these old pagan* bo*d far 
higher place than the people of our city 
and time. 

In the fifth place, the appreclat on and 
practice of Justice I* a determinant ficior 
in the Christian life of a community. 
Christ lifted and sanctified the sacred 
ram© of Justice. Too often In our city 
I* th«* favor of our cour\ extended to th© 
criminal classes, and Justice defeated at 
the hand* of those sworn to uphold and 
defend her causa grows Impotent, a thing 
of scorn for the offending, ft blessing vain¬ 
ly longed for by the law-abiding. The bal¬ 
ance of power lie* with the Christiana of 
Lotilsvl!!© It is a potential power, not an 
actual, berouec the Christian men and 
women of Louisville have not risen In th© 
full measure of their responsibility and 
privilege. ^ 

Each new administration that comes 
Into power announces Its determination to 
give the city new parks, new streets, new 
s©w©r*. lower toxes. and to do all th.ng* 
within II* power to beautify the city and 
to advance It* material interest 
If only we might have an administration 
Mandlng for four-square, firm and un¬ 
daunted on a platform of decency. Justice 
end respect for law and righteousness. 
Tli© new parks, streets, and all else may 
go. and gladly, when that day comes.

Georg© W. Howell At One Time On© 
of the Wealthiest Men In 
Covington. Ky. 


Covington. Ky.. Nov. 10.—[Special.]— 
Georg© W. Howell, who ha* filed suit 
In Beaumont, Texas, for possession of 
a portion of Spindle Top Heights, the 
great oil field of the Lone Star State, 
was at one time one of the wealthiest 
and most prominent men of Covington. 
For many years he was a member of 
the firm of Hotvell & Clendennlng. paint 
dealers and contractors. Howell has 
been quit© a speculator, and In that 
manner succeeded In losing the major 
part of his fortune. What he saved 
from Ids Investment* is said to be in 
his wife's name. Including the home¬ 
stead. a magnificent stone mansion back 
of Covington on the Madison pike. Sev¬ 
eral patents of exceptional merit were 
the Inventions of Howell, noiably a 
"gutter cut-off" generally used through 
th© country. 

About fifteen years ago. Howell, with 
M C. Match, also of Covington, but 
since drad. invested heavily in Texas 
lands without profitable return. Go d and 
silver mine* have also attracted How¬ 
ell. and In these he sunk a good deal of 
money, precipitating hi* assignment 
about four years ago. leaving him prac¬ 
tically penniless He has a son. Percy 
P»w. 1 who runs a livery stable In 
Coving ton*

The general turf situation remains in 
pretty much the same cond.tion It has 
been for the past six weeks. The Western 
Jockey Club and Turf Congress are still 
unable to find a basis upon which they 
can satisfactorily settle their differences, 
but at that they are very close together, 
and there U every reckon to hope thai 
by the lime the Chicago ir.gumz&tJoa holds 
another meet.ng, the llrst Monday lu De¬ 
cember. ma ters will be In such shape 
that an amalgamation w II be brought 
about which will make of the Western 
Jockey Club more than a “Ch.cago organ¬ 
isation,” as it unquestionably is now and 
has been since its inception. This one fact 
has been largely responsible fo r its fail¬ 
ure to establish Itself against the oppo¬ 
sition of the Turf Congress. In the bat¬ 
tle which began last year, and which Is 
now near Its completion, t has me; wltn 
constant rebuffs, and has been forced to 
recede point by point from the advanced 
position It assumed in the spring There 
is little doubt, howev.r hat the two 
tracks in St. l<ouls have brought this 
about Had the tracks originally dropped 
by the Chlcagoun* been left to light ihelr 
own battle tney would never have* had a 
chance, and Nashville, with all lUs glori¬ 
ous traditions, would probably hove boon 
wiped out. It oskf^l for Utile, out *v«n 
that there wu* u disposition :j deny, ynd 
H fought valiantly for Its r.gh's. Mem¬ 
phis was It* principal opponent, but it al¬ 
ways had Memphis bea ~n on the date 
question, but Memphis, booked by the 
other tracks in the Western Jockey Club, 
could have controlled this point had the 
horses raced at Nasnville oe^n denied the 
privilege of racing elsewhere than at New¬ 
port and Detroit. St. Louis, however, wo.* 
open, and this fact gave horsemen cour¬ 
age to Join in rebell on against the outlaw 
rule, Newport had a private bat 1 c of 
Its own to fight, and put up a struggle 
again*: Lfttonm ana kept tight.ng until 
the money gave on* and. apparently, for 
lack of funds was unable to give a tali 
meeting, thus leaving th«- field there op *u 
for its rival. The situation In Cincinnati, 
however, has been rather an incident than 
a vital feature in th* struggle' between the 
two governing holies. Newport's poslt.on 
was chosen through necessity, as *.r was 
dropped and Latonin taken :n when the 
reorganisation was effected, and the l.a- 
tonia representative was made a steward 
in the new body, thus giving him a Ug 
advantage over Fowler.

A NEW $100,000 GRAND STAND. 


W ASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—The au¬ 
tumn season of racing at the 
Dennings course of the Wash¬ 
ington Jockey Club will begin 
to-morrow afternoon, and will continue, 
with six races each week day, until No¬ 
vember 30, inclusive.

AND OLD-TIMERS 


Jeffries and Uulilin Talk 
of Difference In tlic 
School. 


THE STYLES ARE COMPARED. 


The Champion Is Likened To a Bat¬ 
tleship, With Gus In That Class. 


THE CORBETT-WCOY SYSTEM. 


A BOUT the time that Jeffrie® and 
Ruhlin intruded themselve® up¬ 
on the pugilistic horizon there 
wore no scrapper* of the bull¬ 
dog variety In the front ranks of tha 
heavyweight*. 

8 uch men as Corbett and McCoy filled 
the public, and were regarded a® the nat¬ 
ural product of the Queonsberry system 
of boxing, a style of fisticuffs which for¬ 
bade wrestling and roughing and made it 
possible for brains to win over brawn. 

It looked Indeed as If succeeding genera¬ 
tions of champions would be of still light¬ 
er build until at lost a crackcrjack would 
stand forth who would he as different 
from the old-tlrne. heavy-jawed, thick- 
necked bruiser ns is a thoroughbred racer 
from a Percheron. 

The dream of the evolutionists was 
knocked askew, however, when Jeffries, 
Sharkey and Ruhlin began to forge to the 
front. It was a return to first principles. 
The battleships got away with the torpe¬ 
do boats until to-day the championship 
rests apparently between two of the big¬ 
gest ami heaviest men the sport has 
known. 

The Interesting part of It Is that both 
Jeffries and Ruhlin consider their 
strength and bulk as a mere something 
Incident to their general excellence as 
fighter*. Each man thinks he is the equal 
in list play and footwork of any rapid- 
fire lightning striker that ever electri¬ 
fied a fight gathering with his cleverness. 

Men sometimes Improve rapidly at the 
boxing game. The Jeffries who defeated 
Jim Corbett in 1W0 whs undoubtedly a 
belter ringster than the Jeffries who 
sparred with Corbett in training at Car- 
son In 1897. Just how the Jeffries of to¬ 
day compares with the Corbett who 
downed John L. Sullivan Is a question 
which admits of unlimited argument. 

Ruhlin delivered h.mself on the aubj^t 
of scientific boxing at lu* training quar¬ 
ters the other day. Billy Madden, who 
Is an ' early English'' In some of his 
Idea*, considers Jem Mice the greatest 
boxer that ever pecked over a imttem 
“He wouldn't be In it for a second if 
he had the fighters of to-day to make 
his way amongst." argued Ruhlin. 

Ruhlin held that Tor every blow known 
in tho Mace era there were half & dozen 
variations and innovations. 

“What did they know about a left hook, 
tor instanceT" asked Gus, whereupon 
Madden, with Just a suspicion of "ab¬ 
sent ouches,” run off a list of superan¬ 
nuated scrappers who us* d the "kift 
hook" and used it wuth terrible effect. 

It all went to show thut Ruhkn con¬ 
sider* the latter-day pug.hst away ahead 
of the ring heroes of me past in every¬ 
thing pertaining to the game of hit and 
counter, and that hv docs ivoi Hunk there 
:» an) thing in the Mace manual that ho 
need® to study in order to increase his 
own knowledge of boxmg 
Jeffrie* is equally por.Uvc that modern 
rlngnmnship is a vast improvement on 
old methods. He devotes must time lo 
practicing leads, counters and blocks, and 
ho Is U*g.mmig lo think there .s searce:y 
an emergency lie is not provided Tor. 

"I don't mean to ray that 1 can't be 
hit," said Jeffrie®. “1 believe, though, that 
my system of defense prevents me from 
receiving the force ut a blow. Arm¬ 
strong is under orders to punch away at 
me to his heart’s content, and he gets 
home pretty often, but he has yet to land 
a smash that amounts to anything." 

The champion seems to have h variety 
of way of warding left-handers turned at 
e.tlivr face or mbisection. Most of these 
guards arc 'accompanied by a counter 
demonstration of sonu- k’nd. 

"They talk about tlu* damage Fitzs.m- 
mons can do when hvitmg from short 
range.” saJd tire champion. “I believe I’ll 
surprise a few of them when 1 show them 
what 1 can do with a short left. An l 
h«ed now Is a few Inches of leeway and 
1 *U go pretty dose to knocking any man 
out if X land." 

• • • 

George Slier, the noted referee, In hi® 
weekly letter about boxing, says of Mar¬ 
vin Hart: 

"W’lth regard to Hart's style of tlghtmg 
J was r*uri»r.8cd to see how little he wai 
acqiiii.rMcd with the finer potn,* of the 
game. 1J!-» defense ts floor, as was shown 
by the little n.fficuliy. Heauschode experi¬ 
enced in reaching hi* race with straight 
left-hand Jolts. He is quite shifty on m* 
feet and slips his head clever enough to 
avoid * winging blows. He also uses his 
head weir .n dose quarters. Hu right- 
hand body blows are del .ve red poorly, at 
Instead of tapping tn with the left foot 
ami scaur.ng a proper brace on the right 
which insured a straight drive and ter¬ 
rific force, he permits his right leg to 
follow In w.th the left. This naturally 
bring* his feet close together and has a 
tendency to send the wrtght of h e body 
up instead of in the direction his Wow 
is travel.ng, and, therefore, robs ihe blow 
of Us force. It also prevents the giove 
reaching its destination on a direct lino 
with the forearm, the driving power n*tR-s- 
s&rv to the blow. 

"Hart must al*o learn To curt* his tem¬ 
per I noticed n lhe early part of ihe 
contest, after r. reiving several good 
punches, he rushed at Jack, head partly 
down, without uny defense, and in fact 
in no position to deHver a blow. HI* whole 
and only thought was to gel as quickly 
as pottsible at the man who had hit him. 
It struck me a cool, clever tighter would 
have met his Wild <m*lnught with all sort* 
of punches and put him to the bad in a 
hurry. Hurt's friends d after the con¬ 
test that it was Marvin's poorest effort. 
That he handled Tommy West. Dan Tree- 
don and all his other opponents in a mas¬ 
terly manner. They also said: *H«* may 
not shine well in the ring, but his number 
goes up after each fight, and that 1* all 
we require.’ 

‘•Hart’s friends are right. He doe* not 
show up well in action, but he 1* game 
ha a huge capacity for punishment, hi 
a strong h tter. and has a get-th*re style 
which bring* home the long end of the 
money, and whnt mor? Is needed? ReaU- 
seholtr was Hart's fifteenth victim, all of 
whom po'd homage to rhe canvas for the 
fatal count of ten. 'Wild Bill’ Hnnrnhan 
will probably be Hart’s next opponent," 

• • • 

One of the greatest criticisms made of 
Jeffries is that be Is not aggressive—that 
he waits for his man to come to him. This 
has been largely true, but there Is another 
side to it. When he fought Fitzsimmons 
Jeffries was naturally on the defensive, 
playing carefully to avoid running Into a 
JoK. No one could blame him for that, 
because when Fill lands something usu¬ 
ally happens. Jeffrie* was wise enough to 
..v ..i l 11 >uble W tun K m« ... y f he 

*a lor did all the rushing. That 1* shown 
by the pictures of $h< battle, but that 
is Sharkey's only style of lighting and 
Jeffries ured good generalship in trimming 
hi* opponent by degrees. It was notice¬ 
able in the picture*, however, that when 
Sharkey backed away Jeffries always fol¬ 
lowed him up, and in that respect was the 
aggressor. 

In his fight with Torbett Jeffrl«s was ihe 
ngtr’VMj.ir all The way. He tried his best 
to get Torbett where he could hit him. 
It 1* I *tie wonder that •«.» n*t a man of 
Oorbf■It'll spY'd Jeffries Had III* troubles 
in finally landing the decisive blow. 

On the other hand. Ruhlin cannot be 
said to hr a great rusher. He did not rush 
Sharkey, but simply waited for him and 
bent him to nieces. Therefore, the ututo- 
in^nt* from Jeffries and Ruhlin thnt both 
intend to make a rushing light should lend 


some interest to the bout and test both 
men on the aggressive style of fighting.

Thus will Jeffries enter the ring with a 
clean record, having won all his battles 
since becoming the heavy-weight cham¬ 
pion, with the single except'on of hl.v 
twenty-five-round go vith Rharkey. over 
the knockout route The sailor. It will be 
remembered, though lasting the twenty- 
five round* with Jeffries, wa* *o badly 
beaten up that it was four bays before 
he was able to leave his bed, slid n*y.*r 
since that tim? has he been abb* :o give 
anything like a decent account d himself 
In a fistic engagement.

What One Does Or Does Not, Say 3 
Robert J. Burdette, Cannot 
Be Ascribed To Another. 


2 Six hundred men sat for an hour in 
Music Hall yesterday afternoon, quiet 
and reverent, under the spell of the 
story of Christ. told by a man to whom 
Jfca been given eloquence and a faith 
than rests on absolute conviction. The 
speaker was Robert J. Burdette, best 
’ known to the world as a humorist, 
known best by those who have heard 
him speak of deeper things. 

The choice of the young man who 
went away sorrowful because hie great 
possessions weighed more with him than 
the thought of following a leader who 
h4d nothing of earthly value to prom¬ 
ise but much of suffering and self-re¬ 
nunciation. furnished the theme. Mr. 
Burdette repeated with telling effect the 
afltory of Garibaldi and the volunteers 
who came to him ticking what would be 
their reward if they threw in their lot 
with him. Suffering and privation, 
danger and disease, the burning heat of 
summer, the bitter front of winter, 
hardship unchanging, days of peril, 
nights of sleeplessness, wounds aiul 
death on the field of battle, and, at the 
end, free Italy—such was the lender's 
promise. And without hesitation the 
men accepted it. 

"And so it is with Christ's offer.'* raid 
the speaker. "He does not promise hap¬ 
piness. He does not promise freedom 
from headache. He holds out the 
certainty of struggle. tribulation, 
stress and anguish—but. at th** end, 
eternal life. After all, there is no hap¬ 
piness in the world for men who seek it 
merely. Out of the storm and the con¬ 
flict men grow into perfect strength. 

I remember the beauty of our flag when 
the regiment marched away from home, 
1.200 strong. Its silken fold# floated 
high, and every man who went out be¬ 
neath it carried his head it the air and 
walked with quirk, firm step. But wo 
did not know its beauty then. It was 
only when smeared and blurred with I 
the dust of the march and the battle, 
with great rents through It# body, and 
its crimson stained with a deeper and 
darker red that we knew all -that It 
meant to us—and no man could look 
on it and keep the lump out of his 
throat 

"Do you think that the men on boned I 
n man-of-war, lying in a quiet harbor, 
the sunlight reflected from the blue of 
the Waters beuKuh. the winds holding 
In the scent of the early autumn, arc 
happy? Do they ask that all of life 
is to Ik there. No. Out into the east, 
where the great storm cloud# are har¬ 
bingers of conflict, where the wave# roll 
in to meet the foe. where the crash of 
the tempest and the air and sweep ari l 
atorm ami straw? of the great ocean 
awaits, do they ask to go, 

"For the ship is made for battle, and 
only through struggle d*-es it rome into 
its own. And you boys before me will 
pot ask that it b»* otherwise, will you? 

"Don't, if you fail, blame your failure 
on some one else. The man who waket* 
up with th«' headache the r.“Xt morning 
was the man who was drunk the nigh* 
before. It was not the other fellow*, i 
have often thought that if T had been 
born in the next county to myself ! 
would have gotten along a whole lot 
better. It is not the other people that 
have made the trouble for me; I have 
done that for myoell. Ther** is no man 
who can mako you do thing*; ther • Is 
no man on whom you can nh mi I tier the 
* blame for your *ins. Alone you cam* 
Into the world. al«»ne and naked will j 
you stand before the judgment bnr of 
God to render nn account of the- deeds 
that you—not others— hnv • done In the! 
body." _

Thousands of persons visited the 
Courthouse Square yesterday to see the 
Jefferson statue, unveiled Saturday. 
They crowded on the steps leading into 
the Temple of Justice, they were thick 
on the pavement and sometimes filled 
the streets so the motormen on the cars 
were forced to keep up a constant 
clanging of their gongs. Society drove 
down In handsome equipages to view it 
and the day laborer was there in ear¬ 
nest. II was seen from every side to 
advantage, the bright sun giving an In¬ 
sight to every delicate line made by the 
sculptor. 

The statue was the target for many 
shafts of alleged wit during the day, 
whil* a few honest expressions were 
heard from those who have not lmd the 
time to s*udy the cause of the American 
Revolution and its effect. 

"What's the chains on the gal with 
the sword in her hand?" 

. "So blUld-folded Justice Is made to 
face the courthouse. Isn't that a trav¬ 
esty?" 

"Reckon he’s a ringer, ’cause he's 
standing on a bell?" 

"Did they put It here because this Is 
Jefferson street?" 

"That religious freedom angel shows 
he wasn't an A. P. A." 

"Wonder If they'll put an Iron fence 
around it?" 

The remarks continued all day. Late 
In the afternoon a street urchin stood 
immediately In front of the imposing 
piece of bronze. He had walked all 
around it and carefully spelled out the 
words at the bottom of the bell. Now 
he was gazing Intently at the face of 
the author of the Declaration of Inde¬ 
pendence. Slowly his eyes moved down 
the figure, critically taking In the 
colonial garb worn by the man. Sud¬ 
denly they stopped. A twinkle came In 
them. His Ups parted into a grin that 
showed two rows of perfect teeth. 

"Why. de guy's bow-legged!" he yell¬ 
ed out. and followed it with a laugh as 
hearty as a newsboy can give. 

Instantly a dozen persons crowded 
around the little fellbw to see if the dis¬ 
covery was genuine. Then fifty came 
out from the pavement to get a good 
line on Jefferson's legs. 

"If yer don’t believe it. I'll toke me 
paper here and skin up the bell to 
measure Jt for you." and the youthful 
iorer started to fit action to the 
words, when two policemen, who had 
been attracted to the spot by the un¬ 
usually large crowd In front of the 
statue, came up. They nabbed the little 
fellow just as he got on the platform 
used at the unveiling. So this inquisi¬ 
tive piece of young America, for whom 
Jefferson helped prepare a home of lib¬ 
erty, did not get to exercise this pre¬ 
rogative. He was given a lecture by 
the stern majesties of the law. but It 
didn’t shake his belief in Jefferson’s 
statue being bow-legged. 

In the meantime all the people around 
Ezekiel’s work were talking about the 
urchin’s alleged discovery. There was 
a diversity of opinion and one fight over 
the question was narrowly averted. The 
discussion continued until It was too 
dark to distinguish between legs. 

The truth of the matter Is that the 
boy was somewhat Justified in his ex- 
clumatlon. The left leg of the figure 
does look bowed, but It Is not. The way 
Jefferson Is standing gives it that ap¬ 
pearance. hut It Is perfectly natural, 
and Sir Moses’ reputation will not be 
injured by what the newsboy said. 

Thomas Jefferson was not bow-legged 
and the sculptor has not made the 
statue o f him po. _
